titude, saying, J am innocent of the Blood of this 
Just Person; see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His Blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then released he Barabbas unto them: and 
when he had scourged Jesus, he delivered Him to be 
crucified. :

O Lord Jesus Christ, they have laid to Thy charge 
things which Thou knewest not, and have condemned 
Thee to be guilty of death ; when our poor souls shall 
stand before Thy judgment throne, condemn us not, we 
beseech Thee, for those things which we know, but let 
Thy Blood be on us to our redemption and salvation.

* Cross is more than He can bear, He falls down upon the 
ground. |

by this Thy human weakness, we implore Thee have 
compassion on our infirmities, uphold us with Thy right 
hand lest we fall into sin.

FOURTH STATION. 
JESUS IS MET BY HIS BLESSED MOTHER. 
V. We worship Thee, &c. 
Meditation. 


The Disciple whom Jesus loved, and who followed 
Him into the High Priest’s palace, hearing the Lord con- 
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demned, and seeing Him led forth to die, hasted to carry 
the tidings to the Mother of Jesus; she immediately flew 
to her Son, and met Him on His way to death. 


Prayer. 


O Lord Jesus Christ, now indeed has the sword 
pierced through the soul of Thine unspotted Mother; let 
us, like her, hasten to be with Thee in suffering, that 
with her we may hereafter be made glad with the river 
of Thy heavenly pleasures.

FIFTH STATION. 


THE CROSS IS LAID UPON SIMON THE CYRENIAN, 
V. We worship Thee, &c. 


Meditation. 


As they were going on the way, the soldiers laid hold 
upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, 
and on him they laid the Cross, that he might bear it 
after Jesus, 


Prayer. 


O Lord Jesus Christ, lay we beseech Thee a part of 
Thy Cross upon our shoulders, that we may joyfully 
bear it after Thee, glorying in Thy shame; let the wood 
of Thy Cross change for us the bitter waters of earthly 
sorrows into the sweet waters of that river which makes 
glad the City of our God.

SIXTH STATION. 
THE FACE OF JESUS IS WIPED BY VERONICA.

A woman in the crowd, seeing the Face of Jesus, 
stained with blood and tears, marred and disfigured with 
blows and dust, was moved with compassion, and taking 
her vail from off her head, she wiped therewith the Face 
of Jesus: the image of the Face of the Son of God re- 
mained impressed upon the vail. 

Prayer. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, let the thought of Thine agonies 
so impress our hearts, that Thy sacred image may be 
formed there; in this life let us be made conform- 
able unto Thy death, that when we see Thee as Thou 
art, we may be transformed into the image of Thy glory.

SEVENTH STATION. 


JESUS FALLS A SECOND TIME. 
V. We worship Thee, &c. 


Meditation, 

The pain and weakness of Jesus increased at every 
step, at last a second time His strength failed Him, a 
second time He fell.

O Lord Jesus Christ, how often have we fallen again 
and again into sins which Thou hast again and again 
pardoned; for the sake of this second painful fall of 
Thine, give us the grace to rise again from our iniquities.

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EIGHTH STATION. 


THE WOMEN OF JERUSALEM MOURN FOR OUR LORD. 

V. We worship Thee, &c. . 

Meditation. 

There followed Jesus a great company of people, and of 
women, which also bewailed and lamented Him. But 
Jesus, turning unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for Me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the 
which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the paps which never gave 
suck, Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, 
‘Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do 
oe things in a green tree, what shall be done in the 

ry ? 
Prayer. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, let not our sorrow for Thee be 
only the sorrow of the world that worketh death ; give 
unto us, we beseech Thee, godly sorrow, that when Thy 
Day shall come we may be glad and rejoice in Thy 
salvation.

NINTH STATION. 


JESUS FALLS THE THIRD TIME UNDER THE CROSS. 
V. We worship Thee, &c. 


Meditation. 

Jesus slowly and with pain ascended the mount of 
Calvary, the steepness of the ascent was too much for 
the little strength that remained in Him: a third time 
He fell.

And they gave 
Him to drink wine mingled with myrrh: but He re- 
ceived it not. And they took His garments from Him 
and parted them, casting lots upon them, what every 
man should take.

all pride and vain- glory ; ; but being so unclothed let us 
not be found naked, but clothe us in the fine linen which 
Thou dost give, and which is the rightcousness of Thy 
saints.

ELEVENTH STATION. 
JESUS IS NAILED TO THE CROBS. 

V. We worship Thee, &c. 

Meditation. 

They crucified Him: then said Jesus, Father, forgive 
them ; for they know not what ther do. And with Him 
they crucify two thieves; the one on His right hand, 
and the other on His left. And the scripture was ful- 
filled, which saith, And He was numbered with the 
transgressors. And they that passed by railed on Him.

O Lord Jesus Christ, nailed to the Cross, we would be 
crucified and would die with Thee ; nevertheless we 
would live, or rather we would have Thee living in us,

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the life we live in the flesh, grant us to live by the faith 
of Thee, who hast so loved us and given Thyself for us.

TWELFTH STATION.

Meditation. 

There stood by the Cross of Jesus His Mother, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, Mary Magdalene, and the disciple 
whom He loved. Now from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, and 
said, Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit: 
and having said thus, He gave up the ghost. And, be- 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain from the 
top to the bottom; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent; and the graves were opened; and many 
bodies of the saints which slept arose: When the cen- 
turion, and they that were with him watching Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those things that were done,{the 
feared greatly, saying, Truly This was the Son of God. 

Prayer. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, Who by Thy death hast destroyed 
death, into Thy hands we commend the hour of our own 
‘death ; remember us, Good Lord, in that dreadful hour, 
forsake us not, but grant that on that day we may be with 
Thee in Paradise.

THIRTEENTH STATION. 


JESUS TAKEN DOWN FROM THE CROSS. 
V. We worship Thee, &c.

When the even was come, there came a rich man of 
Arimathea, named Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciple: He went to Pilate, and begged the Body of 
Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the Body to be de- 
livered. There came also Nicodemus, and when they 
had taken the Body down from the Cross, they laid It 
in the arms of the Mother of Jesus.

O Lord Jesus Christ, now indeed is Thy Holy Mother 
a widow and desolate, wherewith can she be comforted ? 
We beseech Thee that in every time of our affliction, 
her effectual fervent prayers may avail much to obtain 
us Thine unspeakable consolations.

FOURTEENTH STATION. 


JESUS I8 LAID IN THE SEPULCHBE.

Meditation.

Now in the place where He 
was crucified was a garden, and in the garden a sepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet laid, there laid they Jesus, 
and rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and 
departed. And there was Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre.

O Lord Jesus Christ, Who didst die, and didst rise 
again, that Thou my apy be Lord both of the dead and 
the living ; be mindful of the souls of Thy servants, who’ 
are gone hence before us with the sign of faith, and do 
now rest in the sleep of peace.
